SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The untitled 3 V 2 " Floppy Computer Disk, also known as Computer Image Files 
“Me_caso2.jpg”, “Pic8.jpg”, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The disk contains two digitized photographic image files (JPEG) entitled Me_caso2 
and Pic8. The disk is objectionable because it promotes and supports the exploitation 
of children for sexual purposes. The images present boys who are naked except for 
underpants. They are posed in a contrived and coquettish manner and engage the 
viewer with their gaze. The boys’ nudity accentuates their youthful physical 
appearance. Although the context of each image is limited there is enough 
information in each to suggest that they are adult constructs of child sexuality. 

The objectionable classification, under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, is inconsistent with the right to freedom of expression under 
si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore si4 of the 
NZBR Act does not apply to this publication. 
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
